Biggest spill of the night came in 
the expert dash when Eddie Hammond 
lost his bike right in front of Ralph 
White. White hit the machine and 
sailed high into the air and landed 
up against the south turn wall. A few 
hours later he was released from 
Gardena Hospital with no injuries 
but many bruises. Hammond came up 
with a broken leg and will be out of 
action for about two months. 

Another streak went by the boards 
when Dan Haaby unloaded late in the 
main event. This was Haaby’s first 
spill in Ascot-half mile competition 
over a span of three and one half 
years! Haaby walked away and was 
pronounced, ready for this Friday. 

The duel in the feature was for 
third place between teacher Mert 
Lawwill and pupil Chris Draayer. 
The pupil won out. Guy Louis was 
second to the front-running Tanner. 

The amateur main was wide open 
with Bodette out, and both Tim Har- 
ris and John Carter watching from 
the sidelines due to spills in their 
heat races. 

The field jockeyed back and forth 
before Bert Ershig took command to 
win his second main event of the 
year.

RECORD BROKEN

Monday evening, May 2nd at 9:10 

m., four well-known Southern Cali- 
fornia riders set out to break the ex- 
isting Tijuana (Mexico) to La Paz 
record established by Honda in 1963. 
To get the whole story, we spoke 
directly to one of the participants, 
EDDIE MULDER, and this is the 
substance of that interview: 
CYCLE NEWS: Well, did you have a ball 
on the La Paz run? 
EDDIE MULDER: What a bummer thing 
that was. 
CN: Really? Who all went and what did 
you ride? 
MULDER: Dave Ekins, Bud Ekins, Cliff 
Coleman and me. We rode the same bikes 
(Triumphs) they used in the Six Days 
Trial. 
CN: Was there any special preparation of 
the machines? 
MULDER: Not really. We took air bottles 
and all that stuff for flats. 
CN: What else did you carry? 
MULDER: Water, a spare gallon of gas, 
inner tubes, light bulbs, one hamburger 
and some Tootsie Rolls. 
CN: Did you have any trouble en route? 
MULDER: We had trouble before we 
Started, On the way to Tijuana the truck 
that me and Cliff were in broke down on 
the Long Beach Freeway. Fuel pump. We 
had to unload the bikes and Barbour 
suits and boots and helmets and every- 
thing in the fast lane next to the fence, 
and GO! 
CN: You mean you rode the bikes to Ti- 
juana set up for the rough stuff? 
MULDER: Yeah. We only had a couple 
of hours to get there for the start. 
CN: How did the bikes do on the pave- 
ment? 
MULDER: Not too good, They'd only run 
about 75 and that's it. 
CN: But you made it on time? 
MULDER: Fifteen minutes to spare when 
we got there. Threw down a steak and 
Bud and those guys said ‘‘let’s go.’’ I 
n believe it, 

: How far did you go? 

MULDER: Bud’s speedo showed 1,014, 
ours showed 1,114—so we rode 100 miles 
extra. 
CN: Any trouble on the trip? 
MULDER: We all got off on the pavement 
about 30 miles after we started. 
CN: What? How did that happen? 
MULDER: Well, there’s a tunnel going 
into Ensenada and just entering the tun- 
nel is where it happened.

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AMA Suspends 
Van Leeuwen License 


Skip Van Leeuwen, National 
Number 59, has been indefinitely 
suspended from professional A.M.A. 
competition! The Triumph-sponsored 
T.T. ace is first to feel the brunt of 
a new ruling for 1966 which states 
that professional A.M.A. riders may 
not compete in sportsman scrambles, 
Short track or hillclimbs. 

Van Leeuwen, winner of the re- 
cent Tri-State Benefit Scrambles 
held at Sprockets Park in Bakers- 
field, was protested for his action 
and the suspension followed by mail 
from Columbus. Although still re- 
taining his A.M.A. membership 
(which allows him to compete in 
sportsman events), Van Leeuwen is 
barred *'indefinitely'"" from the money

The local Board of Directors is 
protesting this enforcement strongly 
and negotions are under way to 
change the ruling. If it is revoked 
it won't be done until next year. 

Sports Committee President Jean 
Carter asked A.M.A. Competition 
Committee member Earl Flanders to 
clarify the situation and answer 
questions from the clubs' represent- 
atives. 

A representative asked how this 
ruling is to be enforced. Is it up 
to the clubs to check on all riders 
competing in their events? It would 
be almost impossible to check on 
all the professionals. The answer 
was that it is not the clubs' re-

There will always be motorcycle racing, 
but alas, our wide open desert is being 
gobbled up like a pancake in a chicken 
pen. Promoting clubs are finding that 
they have to journey farther. out every 
yearin order to locate enough uncluttered 
territory to stage their events. And even 
then they have to mark the course very 
clearly in order to keep the hounds from 
being side-tracked onto the ‘‘scent’’ 
from last weeks run. 

In gravest peril is the big hare and 
hound; we'll never see another Big Bear 
Run, except perhaps in name only, and 
the Greenhorn Enduro, still the biggest 
desert event, has become in reality the 
Red Mountain Enduro. The short-lapped 

. harescrambles and European moto-cross 
are still relatively safe, but it won't be 
too many years until a real problem will 
arise. Picture if you can how it will be 
when the president of the Clod Busters 
M.C. raps his gavel and announces to 
the gang, ‘‘Well fellers, it's about time 
to start laying out our annual Gila Mon- 
ster Run," and silence greets the guy 
who says, ''Okay, but where's it gonna 
Start from this year?’’ 

If the idea of the disappearing desert 
doesn't have you worried, here's an- 
other angle to consider: how would you 
like to be squeezed out while the desert 
is still there? It seems there is another 
group of desert lovers that wants the 
whole thing to themselves. These are a 
strange tribe who like to wander around 
the desert on foot, covering only a few 
short miles in a whole day, looking at 
the sand and bushes and poking around 
the rocks for lizards and furry little 
creatures to stare at. This group has 
been seeking ways to legislate motor- 


cycle off of the ‘‘wilderness trails.'' I 
guess it riles them to see. a motorcycle 
tread pattern on a trail that was pro- 
bably made by motorcycles. Maybe all 
motorcycle riders should immediately 
write their Congressmen and demand 
that legislation be passed banning pe- 
destrians from the desert. Perhaps I’m 
straying a bit from reality, but really, 
motorcycle-conscious legislators, and 
believe it or not there are a few, may be 
able to stave off some of the steadily 
increasing disappearance of good motor- 
cycling areas. 

We've got the fastest growing sport 
in the country and the country is shrink- 
ing just as fast. But take heart, you’ll 
still be able to wear out quite a few 
new bikes before everything is fenced 
in, covered with asphalt, and lived on. 
And when it’s all over, you'll be able 
to smile and think back to that short 
era when the motorcycles roared and 
bashed across the dusty wastes and 


you'll be thankful that you were part of.

I've been asking a lot of the riders 
what they think of the ruling thata Class 
C Amateur or Expert cannot ride in 
Sportsman events (excluding desert), and 
the answer is always ''It stinks'" (or 
words to that effect! 

There are two sides to every story, 
so what's the other side to this one? 
District 37 clubs don't pay money to 
scramblers. 

Equipment? Well, maybe there’s a 
small point there; an Expert’s Class C 
bike is always better and he can write 
off all his engine “goodies” on his in- 
come tax, plus expenses which could 
help pay for some things a ''sportsman'" 
rider couldn't afford. But I can't think of 
any of our top chargers at the scrambles 
who are hurting for engine goodies be- 
cause they can't deduct them off their 
tax forms. 


- Pros & Cons 


In many sections of the country the 
pros never have been allowed to ride 
with the Sportsmen; they have ridden in 
their own classes at the events, or if 
they did ride with the sportsman riders, 
were not given trophies for placing, the 
trophies being given only to sportsman 
winners. Right there is a solution to the 
cry of ‘‘they take our trophies away from 
us, how can we beat a National Number,” 
etc. But when you come right down to it, 
how many times do we see a star Class 
C rider compete at a local scrambles and 
walk home with a trophy? Very rarely. 

In our district we have more profes- 
sional riders than anywhere else in the 
country, and this rule really hurts the 
guys who are perhaps on their way up to 
a National Number and who ride every 
Sunday at a scrambles and still ride 
Class C. Want a few names? Lonnie 
Walter, Steve Scott, Jim Berry, Chuck 
Minert etc., etc. 

Last Saturday night’s Ascot T.T. 
found Skip Van Leeuwen missing. Find- 
ing Skip in the stands I asked him why, 
and he showed me the telegram from the 
A.M.A. revoking his license, š 

Now, how does a nationally-rated 
rider risk losing his professional license 
by competing in a sportsman scrambles? 
Skip went up to Bakersfield for the Tri- 
State Championship, which was probably 
the first scrambles held since all the 
Class C riders received their letter from 
the A.M.A. He talked to Red Owen about 
it, and Owen said he had talked by phone 
to Lin Kuchler for over an hour about the 
ruling, and that he understood it would 
be all right for Skip to ride, he wouldn't 
be jeopardizing his license. So what 
happens? He wins the trophy and loses 
his license. 

Things like this keep adding to the 
long list of complaints about the A.M.A. 
It made me and others good and mad to 
hear an A.M.A. official stand there in 
front of the Sports Committee and say 
they were consideringdropping sanctions 
to sportsman events, as if our races 
were too small to be bothered with. How 
can they do this, and at the same time 
require an applicant for a Novice pro- 
fessional license to have an Amateur or 
Expert sportsman card? 

Our National Championship events 
aren't doing so well, anyway, with some 
four cancelled this past year, so if the 
A.M.A. drops sportsman sanctions, what 
are they going to be doing? Fighting 
secret lawsuits?

sponsibility to police this ruling, it 





is the professional riders themselves. 


They have all been notified that 
they are not to ride sportsman ev- 
ents, and to do so will^cost them 
their professional license. 

Someone asked,  ''How about 
including a separate class for the 
professionals? “Earl Flanders said 
no, that would still be competing in 
a sportsman event, and therefore 
not allowed. 

Boycott Time 

Bob Hayes, a Committeeman, 
stood and complained vigorously 
about the ruling, that it was hurting 
District 37 more than any other, was 
denying the professional a chance 
to practice, and that probably nine 
out of ten sportsman Experts and 
half the Amateur class would be ef- 
fected. He felt that this whole thing 
is a power-play to promote profes- 
sional racing and the money it in- 
volves and suggested a boycott of 
all professional tracks until this 
matter is cleared up. 

His suggestions were applauded, 
but Jean Carter said he wished that 
Hayes had not said them, and while 
he sympathizes he could not con- 
done such statements from a Com- 
mitteeman, and therefore would con- 
sider them as Bob's personal opin- 
ions not reflecting on his status as 
Committeeman. 

It was suggested that all riders 
write to the A.M.A.at 5030 High St., 
Columbus, Ohio and protest this 
enforcement. 


Noisy Session 

Flanders pointed out that the 
A.M.A. was even considering 
dropping the sanctioning of sports- 
man events becausethey are costing 
the Association too much money. 
**There is a $250,000 law suit right 
now in the courts of this District,’’ 
said Earl, ‘‘which you didn't know 
about, did you?’’

NEW DOT SCRANBIER 








By George B. Maness 


The American motorcycle sport and 
industry has, for several years now, 
been experiencing a phenomenal spurt 
of growth. This has brought to the en- 
thusiast many new names and shapes to 
entice and excite. News to truly gladden 
and heart, though, is the return to prom- 
inence of a familiar name that had 
seemed lost or hidden in the background. 

Such is the news from Dot American, 
the newly appointed western distributors 
of Dot motorcycles. Jack Van Wyck, who 
heads up that company, informed Cycle 
News that he had recently completed 
negotiations with the factory in England 
that will result in motorcycles built ex- 
pressly for our local racing conditions. 


Prototype Here 


I was allowed to examine one of the 
prototypes the factory had sent for test- 
ing and criticism and I was impressed 
by the very business-like machine. This 
bike will soon appear in District 37 
competition with John Rice up. Watch 
out! This could bea winning combination, 

Prior to this model (a duplicate of 
the works machines), the Dot had been 
powered by a much modified Villiers 36A 
engine. Like the producers of many other 
light-weight scramblers, the boys in the 
back room of the Dot factory decided 
that this powerplant had been stretched 
just about to the limit. So why not de- 
sign their own engine. 

The new engine is based onan Alpha 
(the bearing specialists) crankshaft and 
rod assembly like the Greeves Chal- 
lenger. Unlike the Greeves though, the 
new Dot also uses an’ Alpha crankcase. 
Sitting atop this, bold and brassy as all 
get-out, is an aluminum cylinder that is 
pure Dot, This massive casting, featur- 
ing a pressed-in iron liner (the better to 
remove forport alteration) and exception- 
ally deep finning, is capped by an alum- 
inum head giving an eleven to one com- 
pression ratio. The fins are widely 
spaced to prevent mud clogging and are 
interrupted around the intake and trans- 
fer ports to halt heat transfer to the in- 
coming fuel charge and limit distortion 
of the cylinder. 

The -fuel mixture is, fed through a 
1-3/16" Amal Monobloc carburetor, 
squeezed into a squish-type combustion 
chamber and fired by a Stefa miniature 
magneto driven directly off the crank- 
shaft. The final result of all this is 30 
bhp at an unspecified engine speed 
(probably between 6,500 and 7,000 rpm). 

An Albion transmission is bolted 
solidly to the flat back of the crankcase 
leaving room for airto circulate and keep 
the fuel mixture in the crankcase cool. 
This transmission is an all-new unit 
with a lower first gear that doesn’t even 
look like the old ones that gave so much 
trouble. 

This engine/transmission unit is 
carried in a robust and-well-engineered 
frame of round and square tubes, From 
the steering head a one-and-a-quarter-

inch square tube runs down under the 
engine and gearbox, up, and back to the 
Steering head. One-inch round tubes 
branch from the main tube under the en- 
gine and angle up and back to meet at 
the upper rear suspension mounts with a 
similar pair of tubes that start from the 
top of the main tube. Thick steel-plate 
gussets have been used where it ap- 
peared necessary and all the welding is 
neat and obviously strong. 


'' Haven't | Seen That... ?'' 


"Familiar yet different" well de- 
scribes the suspension systems used. 
Any scrambles enthusiast will know that 
the leading link forks are much like any 
other lightweight English scrambler but 
the open construction may puzzle him 
atfirst. The Dot’s designers have placed 
the legs nearly vertical, dropping straight 
to the pivots and providing a very strong 
mounting for these critical parts. The 
suspension units themselves are mounted 
ahead of the main tubes and extend 
downward to a point just behind the 
axle, This open construction has al- 
lowed the incorporation of an enormous 
amount of wheel travel which the rider 
will appreciate when the going gets 
really rough, 

Swinging arm suspension on the rear 
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of a motorcycle is universal now, but 
here too one finds a distinctive touch in 
the use of one and a quarter inch square 
tubing. Square tubing is at least as 
Strong as the round type in applications 
of this sort and makes it far easier to 
provide for the axle and swinging arm 
pivots, 


Nice Detailing 

While looking over the bike, poking, 
measuring and asking questions, one 
finds many pleasing details. A large, 
replaceable paper element air filter that 
feeds into one end of a U-shaped still- 
air chamber, the other end of which is 
attached to the carburetor; a wide, soft 
seat with rounded edges that will not 
cut into the legs; nine inches of ground 
clearance; a wheel base that stretches 
to55 inches for stability at high speeds; 
a unique exhaust system that starts out 
like any other expansion chamber with a 
long slow taper but instead of reversing 
the taper from the center to end with a 
tail pipe smaller than the entrance to 
the chamber, the Dot’s plumbing simply 
expands slowly to a three and a half 
inch diameter and is stoppered off by a 
flat plate over its end. From this flat 
end, the spent gases arereleased through 
a short, two-inch by half-inch curved 
pipe barely three inches long; nine-inch 
front and seven-inch rear brakes with 
the front unit being the superior full- 
floating type; extensive use of fiber- 
glass to keep the weight down to 215 
pounds; and much, much more. 

This ‘‘Works Replica,’’ a well thought 
out, quality machine, is not the last word 
from Dot American. According to Van 
Wyck, this or a machine derived from it 
will be the standard model and those 
who want something really special can 
have the bike that even now is on its 
way from England.

Previous road races in California 
have had riders on converted street 
bikes and dirt trackers with brakes 
added. With road racing becoming much 
more popular the past few years, the 
equipment and the ability has become 
top grade in every way. 

Previous road races in these parts 
were also strictly California riders, 
which gave the fans no idea of how 
good, or bad, the locals really were on 
the pavement.

All the stars that made up the most 
successful Daytona show ever last 
March are in town and will be racing 
this Sunday. The speeds will reach be- 
tween 120 and 130 mph down the front 
chute on the fast one-and-a-half-mile 
course. Fast riders actually get air- 
borne down the back stretch due to a 
series of small hills. Carlsbad boasts 
both high and low speed turns to make 
it even more interesting. 

Instead of having long-drawn-out 
endurance type races, all events will 
be short and quick to keep the racing 
close.

These safety caps were sent to 
us by Bert’s Motorcycle Shop in La 
Puente. They asked our opinion of 
them. After a careful test, we came 
up with these views: 

The cap stayed on our head well 
while riding in the wind, thanks to a 
neat chin strap. However they are 
only suitable to break the initial 
force of a fall, and more than likely 
the sport cap styling would not keep 
you completely safe from injuries to 
the side of the head. 

The cap itself looks nice on the 
head and gives a very jaunty appear- 
ance to either men or women. 

We feelthat this particular helmet 
would appeal more to the sports car 
driver who wants that extra measure 
of protection, rather than a cyclist. 
However some cyclist s might like 
its comfort, weightlessness and dif- 
ferent look” After all, any head pro- 
tection is preferable to none.
